OATES-DEVORE says that she received 
a cellular telephone call from DEVORE on at or about 1:00 AM on 
Saturday, 6/28/97. OATES-DEVORE reports that DEVORE told her 
that he was in the area west of Barstow, California, he was 
anxious to see her, and he would be home at or about 4:00 AM that 
same date. OATES-DEVORE says that is the last contact she had 
with her husband. 


OATES-DEVORE filed a missing person report with the 
SBSO on 6/28/97, at 7:00 PM, and j.mmediately offered a $10,000 
reward for information concerning DEVORE’s whereabouts.

The SBSO has verified that a call had been made on DEVORE’s 
cellular telephone from the Barstow, California, area at 12:30 AM 
on 6/28/97. Further review of cellular telephone records 
indicate that the DEVOREs’ cellular phone was in service (“on”) in 
the area, of Highway 14 and Highway 58 near Mojave, California, at 
1:20 AM on 6/28/97. Search efforts by law enforcement 
authorities on land and in the air following logical routes 
between Barstow and Carpinteria have been fruitless in locating 
any indication of the whereabouts of DEVORE or his vehicle . It 
has also been reported to the SBSO that DEVORE carried with him a 
.38 caliber handgun, specific reason unknown except for general 
personal protection. 


The SBSO has learned that DEVORE was having financial 
problems, particularly involving a dispute with the Internal. 
Revenue Service concerning the NAT KING COLE estate. There has 
also been speculation i n the media and from other pa rties that 
OATES-DEVORE or DEVORE’s I I COUld be 

responsible for the possible murder of DEVORE. The only possible 
motives the SBSO is aware of to support such speculation is that 
DEVORE has a $1.5 million retirement fund with the SCREEN ACTORS 
GUILD th at OATES-DEVOR E could lay claim to upon DEVORE’s death, 
and that I I could want DEVORE murdered relative to the 

Internal Revenue Service dispute.

In a day-planner he left behind, 
Devore had written down Bran- 
don's name and phone number 
frequently in the final weeks be- 
fore he disappeared. Included was 
an entry on May 6, 1997, that read: 

“Undersecretary for int’l narcot- 
ics makers. Chase (the name is 
' crossed out]. Crime and narcotics 
center. CNC. Largest center in 
CIA. Espionage agents work with 
local .police, gov’t, etc. Do cover 
work on problems locals won’t 
handle.

Brandon scoffed at suggestions 
that Devore was ever a CIA opera- 
tive or that he may have dropped 
from sight to go on a mission for 
the agency.

[Antelope Valley Freeway). It 
looks like someone could have 
come off . and landed in the 
aqueduct," Burridge said. "I don’t 
want to speculate. But if anything, 
he may have been tired. He was 
traveling straight through from 
Santa Pe and it was early in the 
morning.” 

Devore, 55, who had screen 
credits for the' films "The Dogs of 
War” and "Running Scared," had a 
directing job when he disappeared. 

Wendy Oates-Devore, his wife, 
said the last conversation she had 
'with her husband began: "Was that 
you trying to call, me, sweetie?" 
Devore had called by cellular 
phone as he drove through the 
High Desert toward the couple’s 
beachfront Carpinteria home. 

“Who else would it be at 1 
o’clock in the morning?" she an- 
swered. 

Devore had just passed Barstow, 
and told his wife not to wait up. 

On Wednesday, a grieving 
'Oates-Devore said, “I assume that 
it’s him. If it is, at least we have 
'found him now. That’s a very big 
relief.” 

Oates-Devore said that she also 
felt vindicated after having been 
asked by detectives to take a lie 
detector test. She believes she had 
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been viewed with some suspicion. 

Burridge credited Crawford with 
helping solve a mystery that had 
baffled law enforcement for more 
than a year, and did not question 
his motives. 

‘,‘1 don't think it’s odd at all," 
Burridge said. "He was coming up 
here anyway to visit some, friends 
and he thought he'd stop by and 
check it out. He came down here 
and he found (some debris from the 
crash], and he thought, ‘Hey, I may 
be onto something.’ " 

Crawford declined to discuss the 
case, saying he had agreed to an 
exclusive paid interview with the 
.television program "Elxtra." 

“I didn’t know the guy, that’s all 
I’ll say," Crawford said. 


' He refused to state his age or his 
occupation. ' 

. Devore’s disappearance had 
spurred several theories from 
family and friends about what 
became of the handsome, rough- 
around-the-edges screenwriter. 

Some believed he was caqacked 
and killed for his 1997 Eddie Bauer 
Edition Ford Explorer. Others be- 
lieved he decided to drop out. of 
sight for a while, and would one 
day return. 

The most farfetched of the theo- 
ries was that Devore had been 
recruited for a secret mission with 
the Central Intelligence Agency- 
based on several conversations he 
had with a friend who works in 
public affairs at CIA headquarters 


in Langley, Va. 

Authorities conducted intensive 
ground and air searches shortly 
after -his disappearance. But even 
features on “America’s . Most 
Wanted" and other television 
shows brought forth few clues. 

Michael Sands, the publicist who 
passed Crawford’s e-mail tip to 
investigators, said he was saddened 
to learn of his friend’s death. At the 
same time, he said, he felt some 
relief. ‘ 

“We’re hot in limbo anymore," 
Sands said while watching the 
recovery operation. “I mean, think 
, of how many people never 'get to 
find their loved one."

Subsequent 
investigation by the Santa Barbara Sheriff’s Department, and Los 
Angeles County Sheriff’s Department, has indicated that Devore’s 
death and disappearance was the result of a vehicle accident. 

As no further investigation remains for this case file, 
it is recommended that it be closed.
